No public efforts beyond those of 
the common schools had been made 
in the town for the cause of educa- 
tion till the Spring of 18385, when 


the citizens chose a Board of Trus- - 
tees of the Bethel High School, who 


furnished a commodioug hall, and 
employed Nathaniel T. True, then 
a student in Bowdoin College, as 
Principal,. Eighty-six students, 
nearly all adults, attended the first 
term, A summer term succeeded, 
and a Fall term-—when there were 
91 students, comprising a hody of 


young people remarkable for their 


studious habits and high moral 


character, The Trustees wera- 


sufficiently encouraged to petition 
the Legislature, the following Win- 


ter, for a Charter to establish an 


English and Classical Academy. 

An act Was passed to incorporate 
Bethel Academy, which was ap- 
proved by Gov, R. P. Dunlap, Jan. 
27, 1836, The names embodied in the 
act of incorporation were: John 
Grover, Moses Mason, Willlam 
Frye, Charles Frost, Jedediah Bur- 
bank, John Hastings, Stephen Em- 
ery, Barbour Bartlett, James Walk- 
er, Levi Whitman, Robbins Brown, 
Valentine Little, George W. Chap- 
man, Timothy Carter, Phineas 
Frost, Timothy Hastings, and Rob- 
ert A. Chapman, The first meeting 
was held May 2d, 1886, at which 
time a eode of By-laws was 
adopted, Dr. Timothy Carter waa 
the first president; Dr. John Gro- 
ver, Vico-President; and William 
Frye, Esq., Secretary. At thia meet- 
ing arrangements were made to 
e@rect. a bullding, which was accom- 
plished in the sumnter of 1896, 

The academic year consisted of 
four terms. Tho first term com- 
monced September, 1836, under the 
care of Taaac Randall, a graduate 
of Bowdoin College, who continued 
in the position two years, He was 
aucceaded by Wiliam Chapnian, a 
native of Bethel, who tanght ona 
tern: in the Spring of 1838. He was 
followed by Joseph HILL, wito taught 
{in the Autumn of the same year, 
Charles M. Blake taught fn 1838; 
Jdward PP, Weston tn 1839; Calvin 
Chapman in 1840; Moses Soule in 
1841-263, The school was highly 
dauecessfal duriug the administra- 
tion of the latter teacher, He ens 
cournged the shidents to set out 
nm row of elms around the Jot, He 
was followed by Moses B. Bartlett, 
Abornethy Grover, Amanda Barker, 
n, Tt.

About the year 1842 tha Rev. 
Dantel Gould, the first gottied min- 
ister in the town, mada a bequest 
te the Academy on condition that it 
should be named after him, Accord- 
ingly Its name was changed to 
Gould's Academy. About 91,000 was 
realized from his catate, In 1860 
the Trosteea ohtained a half town.
